Those who by study and practice become expert in churchgoing 
master one of the greatest of all skills, that of spiritual power. That 
you may learn to go to church efficiently, 1 suggest the following 
10 rules to guide you in mastering the art of church-going. Con- 
sistently put these rules into practice and one of these davs the 
great thing may happen to you. 

1. Think of church going as an art.

- Think hard during the 
week, but let the problem “simmer” in the mind over Sunday. God’s 
._peace brings creative energy to help the intellectual process. You 
will receive insight to solve your problem 

8. Do not bring il! will to church A g) 
spiritual power. To cast Will pray 
do not like or who dislike vou. 

¥. Practice the art of spiritual contemplation. 
think about yourself. Think about God, think of some beautiful! 
and peaceful thing, perhaps even of the stream where you fished 
last Summer. The idea is to get mentally away from the world, into 
“an atmosphere of peace and refreshment. 

10. Go fo church expecting some great thing to happen to you. 
Believe that a church service is the creation of an atmosphere in 
which a spiritual miracle can take place. Men's lives have been 
changed in church through faith in Christ. Believe it can happen 
lo you. 
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I COULD SUMMON scores of people to testify to the great 
things that happen in church to change people’s lives. However, 
one stands out unforgettably in my mind. Early one Monday morn. 
ing I received a telephone call from a gentleman who asked if | 
had received the card mailed to the church the night before. We 
have in our pews simply worded cards upon which an individual may 
register his desire to begin practicing the spiritual life. 


This man said he had signed a card the night before and 
urged me to come to see him at once. He was so insistent and 
it apparently meant so much to him that I left my office and 
went to see him. I found that he was the controller of a large 
business organization. He was surrounded by all of the accou- 
ments of an important man and occupied a spacious office. He 
was a quiet, dignified man, one of the most impressive per 
sonalities I have ever known. 


“Something has happened which has changed everything and I 
simply had to talk to you about it, at once, because it happened in 
your church last night.” 

“I am not a church man,” he asserted. “In fact, iarely have 1 
gone to chureh over the past 20 vears. I have been ta) busy, or at 
least I thought I was. For some tew years now I ITave had the 
feeling that something is lacking, vet I seemed to have everything 

money, position, friends, influence and power, but vou know how 
it is, how sometimes vour food just doesn’t taste right. 

“Well, life did not taste right to me. The flavor was not as fine 
as when | was younger. I have lived a tairly decent life and there 
is nothing dramatic in what happened to me in the way of turning 
{rom sin, for 1 really have no sins of a very serious nature. It was 
just that my life doesn’t thrill me any more—that is, until last 
night.” Then he began to recite the same old story of tension, fear, 
irritability, antagonism, as characteristic of his daily trouble. These 
things he apparently did not consider as sins, but they were the root 
cause of the dissatistaction with which he had been afflicted. 


“At any rate,” he continued, “I happened to be walking 
down Fifth Avenue last night and passed vour church. The 
topic on the bulletin board attracted me and I decided to go in. 
I came in late and the only seat I could find was in the rear 
of the balcony. The first thing that surprised me was that the 
church was filled. I did not think that people went to church 
any more, especially on Sunday night, but then, you see, it 
has been a long time and I know very little about churches. 
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““T took that card in my hand but could not bring myself to 
sign it. But I put it in my pocket and went back to my hotel, 
went to bed and to sleep. In the middle of the night I was 
suddenly wide awake. It was shortly after 3 a. m. I struggled 
to go to sleep, but a strange excitement seemed to possess me, 
and I arose and sat in my chair. The memory of the church 
service came back and suddenly t thought of the card. I laid 
it on my desk and reread it. As I did so I knew that I must 
sign that card. I found myself praying. I signed the card. 


“Then I felt that 1 must mail it at once to you, so 1 put on my 
bathrobe and walked down the hall to the mail chute anda stood 
there holding the card. For a moment! hesitated. It was so strange 
that I, Bull should be doing such a thing. Had I suddenly 
become emotional! Had 1 grown old? Was I turning to religion in 
my old age, but 56 isn’t old, is it? 

“Then I opened my fingers and dropped the card. For just a 
second I could see it flash down the mail chute and then it was gone.” 

He turned a very intense gaze upon me. “The minute I dropped 
that card, something happened to me. I became inexpressibly 
happy.” 


Saving this he dropped his head on the desk and to my sur- 
prise began to sob. I am always embarrassed to hear a man 
cry and 1 simply sat still and let him sob. Finally he raised 
his head and without even apologizing said, “It seems that my 
whole life all of a sudden is broken up and I am so happy that 
I wanted vou to come over here at once so that I could tell 
you about it. From this time on I know the answer to all 
my problems. I have found peace and happiness.”

Panama's President 


PANAMA—(AP)—Police Chief Col. Jose Remon rose as 
the strong man of Panama yesterday and forced the resigna- 
tion of President Daniel Chanis. the surgeon-politician who 
had held office four months. 

Vice President Roberto F. Chiari 
Was sworn in as Chief Executive 
at 6 a. m. After a feverish night 
of plans for battle. Last-minute in- 
tervention of the diplomatic corps 
prevented the firing of a shot or 
the shedding of a drop of blood 

The deposed President obser 
his fifty-eighth birthday at his 
residence last night. He said he 
resigned in order to avoid blood- 
shed. 

He tried to force the. resigna- 
tion of Remon and two chief aides 
in a battle over monopolies. In- 
stead, they threw him out of of. 
- fice in a middle-of-the-night coup 
while Panama slept. 

Chanis said he ordered t 
lice chiefs’ removal because they 
held interests in virtual monop- 
olies in the beef slaughtering busi- 
ness and commercial bus routes. 
He said they refused to recognize 
a Supreme Court ruling throwing 
the business open to all. 

Chanis’ friends said he decided 
Friday night to act against Remon, 
even though it might mean his 


Panama’s only armed force. 

At 4:30 a. m. Police Chief Col. 
Jose Antonio Remon announced 
that Chanis had resigned uncondi- 
tionally. . ) a. mM. President 
Chiari was sworn in by the Su- 
preme Court 

The f events began at 

p. m. Saturday when the Presi- 
dent summoned Remon to his pal- 
ace and demanded his resignation. 
Remon said ne refused to sign the 
resignation. For a time he was held 
prisoner at the palace. 

The President ordered Remon’s 
two chief aides, Deputy Chief Col. 
Bolivar Vallarino and Third Com- 
mandant Saturnino Flores, _ re 
moved. He named Col. Rogelio 
Fabrega, former Consul in New 
York, Maj. Oscar Ocana and Maj. 
Manuel Pallau as successors to the 
three police chiefs. 

Remon was released after about 
four hours. Apparently he was 
allowed to leave for the purpose 
of negotiating terms with his sub- 
ordinates. Instead he went to 
police headquarters and assumed 
command. 

Chanis was elected Vice Presi- 
dent in 1948 on the Liberal ticket 
headed by Domingo Diaz Arosem- 
ena. He became President for the 
remainder of the four-year term 
on July 28 when President Diaz, 
74, became too ill to carry on his 
duties. Diaz died less than a 
month later.

SAN FRANCISCC — (INS) — 
Government prosecutors are ex- 
nected to send their first “‘mys- 
tery witness” to the stand today 
in perjury-conspiracy trial of 
Labor Leader Harry Bridges and 
two aides at San Francisco. 

Prosecution attorneys indicated 
the “secret” witness will testify 
he enrolled the 48-vear-old CIO- 
longshore chieftain in the party 
in late 1933 or early 1934. 

Prosecutors are attempting to 
prove that Bridges lied under oath 
when he swore he never was a 
Communist. His trial began last 
week 

Identity of the secret witness 
was guarded closely over the week- 
end to prevent deferse preparation 
of cross-examination. 

Bridges is accused specific 
having committed perjury 
naturalization hearing in 1945 
which led to his becoming an 
American citizen.

Tree-Climbing Rats Raid 
Texas Orange Groves 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
MISSION, Texas—Tree-climbing rats—bigger and tougher 
than those which invaded tomato fields in neighboring Starr 
County several weeks ago—are gnawing at 1,800 acres of 


citrus west of here. 

Grower E. M. Goodwin, who 
owns the groves, estimated vyes- 
terdav the rats were doing $10 
a day damage to his groves. 
“That’s a long guess,” he said, 
“but with oranges at $60 per ton 
on the tree, that, might be it.” 

Poisoned grain which checked 
the tomato field invasion may not 
work against the orange-eaters. 

FE. E. Callender, of McAllen, 
area Rodent Control Officer, said: 

“The rats in the tomato fields 
were mostly cotton rats. These 
are house rats, or Alexandrian 
rats. They’re larger and have 
longer tails. We know for certain 
that the cotton rats can be stopped 
with poison grain. We've tried 
stronger poison on the Alexan- 
drian rats, and different poison— 
but we won't know until tomor- 
row what the results will be.” 

Goodwin said that on flashlight 
excursions he had seen rats jump 
as high as thre: feet to seize a 
branch and climb into a tree. 

The rats eat the oranges on the 
tree, cut ng through the rind and 
enawing out the inside.

Reflections of 
A Book Reader 


In a book section I came upon a paragraph 
on the enjoyment of reading by John Cowper 
as ME : 

The essential thing is that in this brief interval between dark- 


ness and darkness, which we call our life, we should be thrillingly - 


and passionately amused: innocently, if so it can be arranged—and 
what better than books lend itself to that?—and harmlessly, too, 
let us hope, God help us, but at any rate amused for the only unpar- 
donable sin is the sin of taking this passing world too gravely.” 

__ This I profoundly believe, although at times I do take this pass- 
ing world too gravely. In moments of despondency I sink so low 
as to conjure up all sorts of sorrows, such as being called sud- 
denly by the dark messenger for a seat in Charon’s craft and 
leaving a small boy without adequate means for a really good edu- 
cation, which seems to me about the only substantial gift one may 
Sive today.; or of a great war coming down upon us like the wolf 
of the fold, shattering physical being as well as our economy and 
rendering us vulnerable to the type of leadership such as is ex- 
pressed best by the story of the French Revolution and of a sly 
man who seat from his haven of safety to find out which way the 
mob was going because he was its leader and it needed him. 


Books Reading is, alas, my chief vice. And it disturbs me 
tod 

fee Oday to see how many persons there are who go 

turning to books for the solution to their own problems and of 

the universe—instead of turning to something within themselves. 

I think it a grave commentary on teaching and preaching, that 
the best-seller books of nonfiction are those dealing with peace of 
mind and the healing of neuroses, while the fictional leaders in the 
best-seller derby are those dealing with the flesh pots of flesh 
and of a sort of amoral wandering through the neon jungles of 
our cities or wrestling with the carnal devil in the pastoral sur- 
face peace of some small town. 

Books, per se, will not snatch our battered civilization from 
the abyss. Nor do 1 regard them as life rafts upon which we may 
float to some safe and distant shore should the floodgates of dis- 
aster be opened and the dykes of the sea of despair broken. In 
other words, while books have proved to have great force and effect 
in some of our social and political crises, they are not them- 
Selves the instruments of social or political progress. Nor do I 
believe .them the vehicle upon which one may ride through -the 
golden gates to the streets paved with pearl, gold and jasper. It 
is the ability to take an idea or a perspective from a book and use 
it that makes a book seem powerful. 

Books, if they be to teach, must supply ideas, not a narcotic or 
a sleeping pill. It is the idea in the New Testament which makes 
it great and powerful, which is why I have never had any patience 
with dogma, ritual or sects. It does not seem important to me, 
either, that the scholars can prove the old gospels to have had 
additions and inserts put upon and into them. The basic core of 


them—the Christian idea—remains. 

Ideas Ideas can enable @ man at least partially to rationalize 
himself with the complexities about him. Frustration, 

confusion and doubt will remain, but it may be watered down with 

philosophic ideas. Education which does not allow one to think 

about and judge the facts and significance of passing experiences 

cannot be remedied with a soporific reading. 

It is every day made apparent that. while many people know 
how to read words, and even spell them, they are not able to 
interpret what they have read. A State extension service, proud 
of its simple, accurate farm bulletins, recently was dismayed to 
find, by a survey, that while the persons receiving them could 
read the words, they could not put into effect the directions about 
making a terrace, building a chicken house or the treatment of 
animals. | 

It is also apparent that many of those who read their Testaments 
and want deeply to believe in them, do not obtain from them, by 
their own reading, the central idea. 

Books for amusement are different. 
historical novels, minus the bosomy heroines; travel, adventure 
and fiction in general will do. Books, like good music, are a 
pleasure. 

And reading the record of the past, and the comments of great 
men upon that past, will supply a certain philosophy which will 
let one know that past civilizations, too, have known their moments 
of despair; that some have died, and some have lived ... and 
that out of them all have come ideas helpful to the present. 

Ideas are very powerful. You cannot put them in jail or hang 
them. -Ideas must be met with other ideas. There are ideas in 
books and there is amusement in them, too. But books, per se, can- 
not solve any of our great social or political problems and we 
ought not to expect it of them.

Her Orders Were Final 


The following story was passed on to me by one of the field 
men of the National Labor Relations Board. I’m running it, not 
because I’m jumble-brained enough to think it proves anything, but 
because it’s an interesting yarn. If you find any moral or mes- 
sage in it—well, remember, you’re strictly on your own... 

In the December of 1947 a strike was called in a textile plant in 
New England, and when the picket lines first appeared everybody 
thought they were only part of the wsual bluff and bluster that 
went with contract-renewal time. But as the days added up to 
weeks and the weeks to months, the townspeople began to worry. 

The strika, as far as anyone could make out, had nothing to do 
with wages and working conditions, but seemed to be based on the 
inability of labor and management to sit at the same table with- 
out throwing four-letter words at each other.

Dismantling Halt a Mistake? 


WASHINGTON—A time comes when a definite pattern emerges from a series 


of gradual events. 


Thus history is made. 


When it means the shattering of once- 


cherished aims and ideals, it is well to recognize it frankly. So it is now in the 

Z case of Germany. Only five years ago, at this time in November, 1944, Germany 
— loos was the ruthless enemy which finally was being pushed back to her own borders 
after her crime against civilization. Even then she was plotting that final desperate coup which 
ended in the gory Battle of the Bulge. A sad Christmas season it turned out to be for many Ameri- 


can families. 


Today, as the result of diplomatic negotiations 
over a protracted period, step by step, Western 
Germany is about to be admitted again to the 
family of nations on our side. The division be- 
tween “our” Germany and Russia’s Germany, 
which originally were supposed to be one Ger- 
many that both of us would watch carefully, was 
the inevitable result of the rift between two war 
allies, ourselves and Russia. It is far too late to 
8° over all that again now. It has happened. 

‘Some other things have happened, too. 

To size up we must go back to our war aims 
and those of our allies. They were, simply, to 
prevent Germany ever from becoming again such 
a menace to the peace of the world and civiliza- 
tion as she had been twice in a quarter of a cen- 
tury—in 1914 and 1939. To accomplish these 
aims, Our policy was, first, to destroy the war 
potential.of Germany and to break up the giant 
industrial monopolies or cartels, with their rami- 
fications all over Europe and the world. They 
had supplied the munitions for the Nazi onslaught, 
and, through their tie-ups with our own industry 
and that of our allies, had restricted our own war 
preparation. Second, to try the criminals, both 
military anc industrial, before the world and 
through these trials, which were held subsequent- 
ly at Nurnberg, to establish a new principle of 
international law that those guilty of aggressive 
War must he held accountable. 

In keeping with the first aim, German war 
plants were to be dismantled and moved to allied 
nations—except ours—to provide reparations fo: 
the destruction in those nations by the Nazis. 
This seemed to be a ‘fair and souna policy. It 
was subscribed to solemnly by us and our allies. 
The dismantling, which proceeded sluggishly, was 
successively limited and the number of plants 
listed for dismantling reduced—always over 
French and British protest—until now it is appar- 
ently to be abruptly stopped, largely through our 
influence.

Of course, any such dismantling of pro- 
ductive facilities can come to appear ill- 
advised, especially after the passions of war 
have cooled. A kindly reception is given to 
arguments that they are needed to restore 
Germany in order to restore Europe and to 
remove burdens on our own taxpayers, even 
though there is an outright repudiation of 
our policy and our pledged word. It is still 
insisted that the aim is to curb Germany's 
war potential. 


Our action on dismantling is hard to justify. 
It is even harder to justify our complete abandon- 
ment of our program to break up the giant cartels. 
They have not been broken up at all. Their for- 
mer Nazi masters are back in control. This war 
aim has been completely diluted despite pious lip 
service. The next step may be for our industrial 
and financial interests to tie in with them again. 
That’s where we all came in—back in 1920’s 
and 1930's. 

Now, too, you begin to hear and read apologies 
for the Nurnberg trials, a type of propaganda so 
dangerous and insidious that Brig. Gen. Telford 
Taylor, New York lawyer who was chief counsel 
in the American Military Government trials, has 
been forced to speak out in protest. He points out 
that this only encourages an already “alarming 
resurgence of authoritarianism in Germany,” in 
plain words. the Fascism against which we 
fought. 

Finally, to cap it all, you begin to hear in high 
military circles here that maybe we should re- 
arm Germany and should welcome Spain into 
the Atlantic Pact, though such feelers are always 
conditioned with the explanation that this is a 
military view and does not necessarily reflect 
the political view. 

History has rolled around quickly to a strange 
point since those terrible days of the Battle of 
the ‘Bulge.

Congressmen Fight War Plant Dispersal 


W ASHINGTON—A nationwide bloc of Senators and Representatives has been formed to make an 
all-out fight against dispersal of defénse plants from coastal areas in the United States. 
The existence of the bloc came to light on the heels of an Atomic Energy Commission report 


urging the dispersal, from congested urban areas, of not only key plants but also important govern- 


ment buildings. 


Headed by Sen. Warren Magnuson, Democrat, 
Washington, the bloc unofficially calls itself the 
“National Defense Committee.” It says its avowed 
purpose is to block Government plans calling for 
moving industries inland. Specifically, the group 
. aims to launch a concerted legislative drive early 
in the 1950 session of Congress to insure that key 
industries will remain in their present locations 
on the East and West Coasts and the Great Lakes 
region. This aim can be easily accomplished, 
assert the group’s spokesmen, simply by making 
sure that military services give more effective 
protection to coastal manufacturing areas from 
possible bombing attacks. The group says it has 
“alarming evidence” that the armed forces do not 
consider the coastal areas well defended and are 
making efforts to move industries, particularly 
aircraft plants, to inland locations. 

If we “fortify and develop Alaska as the key 
to the Pacific Coast defenses, and do whatever is 
necessary also to prepare the Great Lakes region 
and. the Atlantic seaboard against attack” this 
would not be necessary, the bloc contends. 


The group has recruited congressmen 
from five coastal regions which might be 
affected by industrial relocation to lead the 
fight against removal of their State’s plants 
to isolated areas in the interior. 


Representing the Great Lakes region are Sena- 
tor Homer Ferguson and Representative Fred L. 
Crawford, Republicans, of Michigan; Middle At- 
lantic, Senator Francis J. Myers, Democrat, Penn- 
syivania, and Representative Gordon Canfield, 
Republican, New Jersey; and South Atlantic, Rep- 
resentative Robert F. Sykes, Democrat, Florida. 
Also represented are the New England States,

by Senator Brien McMahon, Democrat, Connecti- 
cutt, and Representative John E. Fogarty, Demo- 
cratic, Rhode Island, and the Far West States by 
Senator William F. Knowland, Republican, and 
Representative Harry Sheppard, Democrat, of 
California. 

The Committee contends the armed forces 
have given ‘tacit admission” that they consider 
these areas indefensible because they are sup- 
posedly within easy bombing range of potential 
enemies. 


To prove this contention, the group points 
out that the Navy already has asked Grum- 
man Aircraft Corporation to move its plants 
from Bethpage, N. Y., to Phoenix, Ariz., and 
similar requests have been made by the 
Air Force. 

Air Force officials reportedly have asked 
Boeing to move the Company’s B-47 bomber 
production from -Seattle, Wash., to Wichita, 
Kas., and the Chase Aircraft Company from 
Trenton, N. J., to Marietta, Ga. 


The group also states that other firms, includ- 
ing Consolidated Vultee Aircraft and ‘Chance- 
Vought Aircraft plants, have found it easier to 
obtain contracts for their Texas plants than for 
plants on the Atlantic and Pacific Coasts. 

The Committee serves notice that it will push 
for adoption of legislation next year which will 
compel the Army, Navy and Air Force to fortify 
coastal areas “‘so that no part of the United States 
will rest under the stigma of vulnerability.” 

Aircraft and other plants must be assured that 
in the future they will receive. contracts on the 
basis of quality, cost, and time competition, it 
contends. 


some Advice to Conservatives 


Writing under the name of “The Ruminator.” the author 
abandoned in 1937 a successful Wall Street career to devote 
himself full time to writing on his theory of contrary opinions 
as prime economic factors. 


SAXTONS RIVER, Vt.—It seems to me that the recent elections 
emphasized again the need for a ‘“‘contrary policy” in the thinking 
and planning of businessmen, bankers, and investors. I am re- 
ferring to those groups who are scathingly called “the conservative 
class” or the “privileged and selfish interests.” 

The elections, while termed “off-year” and of minor importance, 
to me emphatically underlined a stark fact that we might as well 
face boldly: 

This fact is that conditions now, and in the foreseeable 
future, are almost the exact opposite to conditions that are 
desired by our “conservative” groups. 

Here is the problem that confronts those who are opposed to the 
theory of the Truman welfare state: 

l. The trend is clearly pointed toward an expansion of the 
Truman state. (This trend has been evident, of course, for a 
long time.) 

2. The conservative groups oppose this ideology. but still 
think in terms of pre-New Deal socio-economics. 

What the conservative must do, it seems to me, is to alter his 
thinking and planning—if he wishes to save his hide. He is now 
forced by circumstances beyond his control to think and plan 
opposite to his natura] inclinations. Admittedly, that is difficult, 
but a most costly practice is to fight a trend that you know is 


running against you. 

Undertow In deep water, it is all right to disregard the little 
waves, but the danger of the undertow is certainly 

not to be ignored. The undertow is pulling us toward greater 

regimentation and a more highly developed statism, or Truman 

welfare state. 

If we fight the undertow—that is, figure we can swim against 
it—we shall probably be drowned. If, on the other hand, we 
recognize its overpowering strength and swim with it, we may get 
across the deep water and retain both our health and our pos- 
Se€SS10NS. 

How to swim with it? 

Well, for one thing, it is to be recognized that a system of State- 
managed economics calls for an inflationary long-term trend. It 
cannot be avoided, because the welfare theory calls for bolstering 
up both prices and the public’s incomes. A rising price level is 
essential, or the whole scheme will collapse. 

One therefore is forced willy-nilly into schem- 


Protection ing how he may protect the long-run fall in purchas- 
ing power. He can concentrate on adding to his income, and upon 
investments that may become inflated also. However, it should be 
noted that history does not encourage the middle-class conservatives 
in this respect. It is, indeed, almost impossible to develop any 
policy that will be a full protection against a persistent inflation. : 

Speculation is perhaps the most successful method for com- 
bating such a trend. But the rub here is that only a very few 
minds are capable of mastering speculation. Successful speculation 
calls for rare attributes, and to be consistently successful in specula- 
tion one needs to be endowed with mental capacities not often found 
in the human race. (You might read Carter Field’s Biography of 
Bernard Baruch for an understanding of what comprises a “specu- 
lative makeup” and to learn how exceptional is success in specula- 


tive ventures.) 
Course For the average person, like you and me, about the 
most practicable course to follow is, first, to analyze 
all Government policies thoughtfully from a contrary viewpoint. 
There is so much ballyhoo connected with statism that much of the 
promised land is never witnessed. Second, to plan vigorously to 
maintain an ever-increasing income in order to keep up with the 
trend. Third, to recognize that you are going to lose something 
whatever you do. The policy of a welfare state is to take it away 
from those who have to give or those who haven't. Fourth, to 
avoid “doing what the crowd does”’—particularly when investing 
money or deciding business policies. Fifth, and finally, why 
worry—when you will be taken care of in your old age, anyway?

Even more disturbing from the 
United States viewpoint, the shift 
in Chinese sovereignty already has 
caused a deep cleavage among the 
non-Communist nations involved 
in the Japanese peace situation. 


Despite the statement by For- 
eign Minister Bevin that Great 
Britain would withhold recog- 
nition of the Chinese Commu- 
nist regime so as to act “in con- 
cert’’ with friendly powers, such 
British recognition is not likely 
to be long delayed. Some other 
member of the British Common- 
wealth, probably India, now is 
expected to start the ball rolling, 
with the rest of the flock—#in- 
cluding the United Kingdom— 
quickly tagging along. 


There is a strong possibility that 
the Philippine Islands would fol- 
low this British lead, rather than 
await United States action. 

Obviously, the more countries 
recognizing the Chinese Commu- 
nist Government, the more diffi- 
cult it will be to exclude it ‘rom 
Japanese peace discussions. 

An especially acute problem is 
what to do about Formosa, if and 
when it becomes Chi Kai- 
Shek’s last stand. Formosa is part 
of the outer rim of anti-Commu 
nist defenses, stretching from 
Alaska through Japan, Okinawa, 
Hong Kong, the Philippines, to 
British Malava and India. If the 
Russian and Chinese Communists 
get possession of Formosa they 
will have outflanked Okinawa and 
the Philippines as a protection to 
Japan.

Meanwhile General MacAr- 
thur is pressing more and more 
for a Japanese peace treaty.

AUGUSTA—() — All klaverns 
of the Ku Klux Klan in North and 
South Carolina were united this 
week in an organization known as 
the Association of Carolina Klans, 
the Augusta Chronicle said yester- 
day. 

The paper said announcement of 
the merger was made in an exclu- 
Sive intervi»w by reporter Esther 
Young with the new- Grand 
Dragon, Thomas L. Hamilton, of 
Leesville, S. C. 

Hamilton termed the unification 
“unique in Klan historv” and the 
result of months of contact work 
he had dont in the two Carolinas. 
the Chronicle said. 

Klansmen present during the in- 
terview said they saw in the an- 
nouncement a move for a nation- 
wide Klan. They said Hamilton 
has been mentioned as a possible 
leader of the united group. 

Hamilton formerly was a grocer 
in Augusta. A native of Aiken, S. 
C., he moved to Augusta in 1930, 
and was active in civic and fra- 
ternal organizations until he 
moved to Leesville earlier this 
year. He said he had been a mem- 
ber of the Ku Klux Klan since

Is Belgian Sport

kept in Belgium.” 


Max and I jumped into Goodtime and drove to the head- 
quarters of the Federation of Colombophile (pigeon fan- 
ciers), Belge, 73, rue des Foulons, Brussels. 


On the second floor of a large 
house we were received gra- 
ciously by Felix Ons, director. 
He had before him sheafs of 
papers covered with figures as 
if a millionaire were making 
out his income tax. They were 
records back to 1923 of all 
pigeons of the members of the 
3,000 clubs composing the : ed- 
eration. Pigeon racing in Bel- 
gium is a national sport. 

The Minister of Finance is 
interested in it, because be- 
tween the age of 5 to 10 days 
a pigeon must have put on his 
right leg a metal numbered 
ring—for each the government 
takes about three cents tax. 
In 1949 up to July 31, there 
were 4,267,914 rings sold. Cut 
of Belgium’s 8,500,000, 214,498 
are registered pigeon racers. 

The Minister of Agriculture 
encourages the pigeon fans as 
each pigeon consumes about 24 
pounds of bought grain a year. 
Pigeons also eat leftovers from 
the table and toasted rolled 
breadcrumbs. Each fancier has

It ‘s a 
lively subject of conversation. 

The Minister of War has con- 
cern for pigeons as they have 
proved their efficiency as news 
carriers. On Oct. 18, 1943, a 
pigeon called GI Joe saved a 
group of English soldiers. The 
Allies had all prepared to bomb 
Colvi Vecchia: shortly before the 
attack the English took it.

The average age of a pigeon 
is between 10 and 15 years. It 
takeg three years to train one 
and/a career lasts about four 
years. The training consists 
mostly of practice flights con- 
tinually made longer. 


There is a lot of individuality 
shown in methods to produce 
champions. Some pigeon fan- 
ciers separate the male from the 
female after their first “love af- 
fair.” He is permitted to see his 
lady friend only after arriving 
from a race. It is claimed that 
this makes a pigeon mightv 
eager and enhances his chances 
to be a winner. During the sea- 
son of racing, April to Septem- 
ber, anywhere in Belgium you 
are likely to see people with 
their heads thrown back gazing 
anxiously into the skies. And 
along the roads men on bicycles 
peddling like mad with a small 
wooden box in one hand which 
they are carrying to club head- 
quarters. 

When the pigeon arrives from 
a race the numbered rubber 
ring is taken from his left leg, 
put into a shiny metal capsule 
and pushed into the wooden box 
which immediately records the 
time to a fraction of a second. 
As some pigeon owners live far- 
ther from the starting point than 
others the prize—one time— 
about $5,000—is awarded for 
the speed the pigeon has made 
per minute, all carefully com- 
puted. 


For a race the owners bring 
their pigeons to the appointed 
place, usually a cafe. The 
pigeons are put into baskets 
holding 30. These baskets are 
taken by train or plane to the 
starting point—perhaps France, 
Italy, Spain. There the basket 
top is thrown back, the race is 
on, the pigeans are off!

department are other features of 
this modern plant. 


With a faculty of 55, of whom 


53 have college diplomas, the oth-

‘Get Your Goat’ 


And Be Healthy, 
Atlantan Says 


“We need to advance goats in 
this part of the world. Many a 
person wouldn’t have to pay a 
doctor bill if he kept his health 
up with goat milk.” 

This is the sincere belief of Mrs. 
Elsie Irons, of 1428 Moody Dr., 
S .W., who is convinced the health- 
giving goat milk cured ‘her and her 
son of ulcers nine years ago. 

“If people would only realize 
how good it is,” she said earnestly. 
“Goat’s milk has 10 times more 
iron than cow’s milk, and 16 min- 
erals and vitamins that  cow’s 
doesn’t have. It digests within 20 
to 30 minutes, and is very bene- 
ficial for stomach trouble.” 

“But it’s not a medicine,” she 
hastened to add. “It’s a food.” 

Formerly a nurse, Mrs. Irons is 
now making her living breeding 
the snow-white, short-haired, horn- 
less Saanen goats that were per- 
fected in Switzerland’s Saanen 
Valley. 

Most of them give from eight to 
10 quarts of milk a day, she claims, 
and she usually gets between $100 
and $150 apiece for them, some- 
times as much as $200. 

“You can keep seven goats for 
the expense of one cow,” she point- 
ed out, despite the fact that she 
feeds them’ the best alfalfa hay 
and commercial goat food she can 
buy. 

“And they’re the most loving 
animals in the world,” she de- 
clared, displaying pictures of Cin- 
dy and Johnnie Lou and other fa- 
vorites. 

Recognized by many as one of 
the outstanding goat breeders in 
the South, the proprietor of Iron- 
dale Goat Farm, as she has named 
her two-acre farm, would like very 
much to see the goat business ex- 
pand in this area “for the good of 
the people.”

This is the testing time, 
too, for all the grazing crops farm- 
ers expect to use during the rest 
of November and on through De- 
cember, Januarv, February, and 
March. It is the time to put the 
cold eye on both annuals and per- 
ennials. Among the annuals called 
“Winter grazing crops” by many 
farmers and some professional ag- | 
ricultural workers are crimson. 
clover, vetch, wild Winter péas, 
manganese clover, rye, rye grass, 
oats, wheat, and barley. Among 
perennials listed as Winter grazing | 
crops. are fescue grass, orchard 
grass, blue grass, and the various 
white clovers. A visit to the pas- 
tures today will show the farmer 
whether he has Winter grazing or 
if he is fooling himself. If he does 
not have grazing right now he 
isn’t doing the best he can. For 
many farmers (ineluding us) are 
now grazing their cattle on nutri- 
tious bright green grasses trom 
six to 16 inches in height and have 
been doing so since November 1. 
and will continue to do so all 
Winter.

Though it is virtually impossible 
to prevent sudden, large losses by 
insects and disease, every effort 
has been made to reduce the loss 
by prompt spraying and similar 
measures. 

The extent of seedling losses by 
disease and insects cannot be accu- 
rately determined until the ship- 
ning season progresses further, but 
estimates of the loss have run as 
high as 15 million seedlings. This 
accounts for the decrease in pro- 
duction from the original goal of 
15 million seedlings.

To speak the honest-to-goodness 
truth, an imported man alone can- 
not bring a revival of spiritual life 
ance reform in Atlanta. We do not 
need to import any man, for the 
preachers and church people of 
Atlanta can have a “sho-nuf” re- 
vival and reformation whenever 
they determine to have one. What 
I mean by a “sho-nuf” revival is 
something more than a mere series 
of services about which the City 
of Atlanta knov’s little, that the’ 
city’s forces of evil hold in con- 
tempt, and that ties no Knots in 
the devil’s ail.

His services. Get Him to come t 
Atlanta and there would be 
trouble getting a crowd. Of course.

But, to get Him, it will cost 
us absolutely everything else we 
have.
